Egyptians Like Nasser--Even If The World Doesn’t

Cairo — Delayed — Whatever the rest of the 
world thinks of President Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
there’s no doubt that the Egyptians by and large 
think he’s done quite a job for himself and his coun­ 
trymen. They like him. 


I’ve talked to scores of people during the past 
few days—bus drivers, cab drivers, shopkeepers, 
government officials and 
Cairo newspapermen. 
They all go along with the idea. 


Since the “ Revolution” in 19 52, Nasser, who 
learned well the lessons of dictatorship, has, so 
they say, hyped up the nation’s economy, doubled 
the national income, expanded educational opportu­ 
nities, installed health facilities, raised living stand­ 
ards and wiped out much of the poverty in which 
Egypt wallowed. 


And the dream s of a new and glorious Egypt 


and a completely united and harmonious Arab Re­ 
public of 15 nations go on. 
Much of what the somewhat biased observers 
say is evidently true. But the fact is that the Egyp­ 
tian economy is rapidly running out of steam. The 
country’s imports are getting ahead of its exports 
to a dangerous degree. How long Nasser will be able 
to keep the economic scales balanced in his favor 
is one of the questions more objective observers 
are discussing.

Dr. Abdel Hassouna, Secretary General of the 
United Arab League, sort of a little United Nations 
in the Mid-Eastern world, put it quite bluntly today 
in a somewhat one-sided discussion of the Israel 
question. He said: 
“ I don’t like to use the word 'force.’ But there 
can be no hope that there will be harmony between 
Palestine and the Arab states as long as Arabs 
are being displaced by the Jew s.” 
The implication was that the “ uneasy peace” 
may develop into a clash of arm s. 
, 
But here again observers of the Mid-East scene 
doubt that Egypt and her neighbors will resort to 
force. At the sam e time they see no solution to the 
problem during this or succeeding generations. 
The paradox, in a sense, is that there is little 
religious tension despite Israel’s location in a pre­ 
dominantly Moslem world whose leaders are pre­ 
occupied with the question of Israel itself. 


In spite of Khrushchev’s courting of Egypt and 
the Arab states, the experts say Communism doesn’t 
have a chance here. 
If N asser and some of his friends get a little 
cozy with Moscow occasionally, it’s only because 
the President is trying to get from Russia in the 
way of cash arm s and other help what he can’t 
get anywhere else. It’s much the sam e old deal 
with these so-called neutral nations. They play the 
big ones—one against the other. Only in the past 
few years has America begun to realize that Nasser 
may be around for awhile. 
But an important point is that the Moslem faith 
—which to Arabs is a way of life—is in complete 
contradiction with communism. Indeed, communism 
is outlawed in Egypt. 
Relations between Egypt and the United States 
are relatively warm after a few years of coolness 
brought about by the Eisenhower-Dulles policy of 
making N asser something of a whipping boy—a pol­ 
icy which in actuality backfired and one which 
Egypt has difficulty in forgetting. 
America is highly regarded by the Egyptian 
people, however, and the government itself has more 
admiration for Washington than it generally parades 
in public. 
And Americans—per se—are especially highly 
esteemed, particularly those increasing thousands 
who come to the land of the Nile for vacation sight­ 
seeing. It’s quite an experience watching the bonds 
of friendship being welded at the Cairo bazaars, 
shops, hotels and clubs as our happy visitors pour 
out their piasters and pounds to the even happier

Relations between Egypt and the United States 
are relatively warm after a few years of coolness 
brought about by the Eisenhower-Dulles policy of 
making Nasser something of a whipping boy—a pol­ 
icy which in actuality backfired and one which 
Egypt has difficulty in forgetting. 
America is highly regarded by the Egyptian 
people, however, and the government itself has more 
admiration for Washington than it generally parades 
in public. 
And Americans—per se—are especially highly 
esteemed, particularly those increasing thousands 
who come to the land of the Nile for vacation sight­ 
seeing. It’s quite an experience watching the bonds 
of friendship being welded at the Cairo bazaars, 
shops, hotels and clubs as our happy visitors pour 
out their piasters and pounds to the even happier 
Arabs

Girl, 18, Shot Dead 
Near Times Square 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A pretty 
teen-aged girl on her way home 
from a graduation prom was 
shot and killed from ambush 
near Times Square early today 
while she talked in a parking 
lot with a former lady wres­ 
tler. 


Detectives launched an inves­ 
tigation to determine whether 
the bullet was fired indiscrimi­ 
nately by the sniper or was in­ 
tended for someone else in the 
parking lot.

a bullet entered the top of her 
head and coursed downward to 
the nape of her neck. She was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
Her sister Margaret. 15, who 
had graduated from Holy Cross 
School nearby Monday, stood 
with her along with Mrs. Kathy 
Brazil, known in the wrestling 
ring as “ Wimberley" and the 


wife of wrestler Bobo Brazil. 
M argaret’s arm was glazed 
by a bullet, but required no 
medical treatment. Mrs. Brazil 
was not hit. 
It was 1:20 a.m., about 40 
minutes after the dance at the 
Holy Cross Lyceum, when Mrs. 
Brazil met the sisters in the 
parking lot. 
Mrs. Brazil had left the hotel 
to move her automobile closer 
to the front of the lot. 
The sisters had been in the 
parking lot for some time ca­ 
vorting with other teen - aged 
youngsters who also had at­ 
tended the dance.

standing 
about two feet apart, with Mar­ 
garet and Mrs. Brazil facing 
Joan, when the shot was fired. 
Joan crumpled. 
Police said the young girls

Trouble Seen 


Would graduates of the pro­ 
posed Bucks County two-year 
community college have diffi­ 
culty in transferring to four - 
year colleges and universities 
before the college is accredited? 
Commissioner Walter S. F a r­ 
ley Jr. doesn’t seem to think so. 
Farley said yesterday that he 
had been in touch with Edmund 
J. Gleazer, executive director of 
the 
American 
Association 
of 
Junior Colleges. 
Farley said that Gleazer had 
informed him that in a newly 
established colleges, of which 
there are 25 to 30 each year, 
graduates have been success­ 
ful in transferring to other col­ 
leges and universities. 
“ Citizens . . . need have no 
fear that students being gradu­ 
ated from their community col­ 
lege will not be acceptable at 
the universities of this country, 
assuming that their perform­ 
ance in the junior college is sat­ 
isfactory,” Gleazer wrote F a r­ 
ley. 
Farley said that he had re­ 
ceived from Gleazer statements 
from 
community 
colleges 
in 
Florida and New York that their 
graduates have had no difficulty 
in transferring. 
The colleges contacted were 
established since 1958 and are 
not yet regionally accredited or 
have just been regionally ac­ 
credited. 


The two-year institution would 
have to be in existence for sev­ 
eral years before it can qualify 
for inspection and final accredi­ 
tation by the Middle States Ac­ 
creditation Association. 
But probationary accreditation 
can be given as soon as a board 
of trustees submits a plan to 
the association, Bender said. It 
usually takes from three to six 
months for the board to draw 
up a plan. 
The plan is submitted once a 
site is decided upon, a president 
is recruited, a staff chosen by 
the president, and a course of 
study determined. 
The target date for the Bucks 
institution is September of 1965. 
Bender is a county assistant su­ 
perintendent of schools.
